YOUNGSOWN, OHIO 
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EDUCATION GAP? 

By the time you read this message, Valentine's Day will be right under 
our nose, and "Heart Month" will have taken on a new meaning for all 
the world by the remarkable achievements performed by Dr, Barnard, and 
others in the successful transplantation of the human heart. 

Such an achievement is only one of many remarkable medical advances 
which have taken place within the last year. The transplantation process 
would not have been possible without the development of new tissue match¬ 
ing techniques and immunity — blocking agents. New agents have been 
developed in the field of cancer research, and the laboratory synthesis of 
a man-made virus has opened up broad new fields of hope in the manage¬ 
ment of genetic diseases, viral disease and cancer research. 

This is precisely what "Regional Medical Program" is all about. The 
plan as proposed by the Federal Government is designed to bring the 
existing major medical education and research centers into closer contact 
with the community physician so as to narrow the "information gap" which 
presumably exists between the medical center and the community hospital. 

While there is still some reason to question the actual existence of 
this gap in applied medical knowledge, and while there is also reason to 
question whether the early application of drastic new treatment is wise, 
the fact remains that the Program is being developed and will no doubt 
have a profound effect on our treatment of patients in the future. Such a 
program is unique in that it represents the first Federal aid directed exclu¬ 
sively to the medical profession. Organized medicine, traditionally opposed 
to Federal interference, seems a little bewildered as to just what stance 
to take toward this new approach, now that the shoe is on the other foot. 

By this time we should have learned some basic facts about Federal 
aid. First, the Federal government does not subsidize without regulation and 
control, and as we learned from Medicare, the recipients should have a 
strong voice in those controls. The American Academy of Pediatrics has 
set the stage by entering into a consultation contract with the government 
to guide the function of Project Head Start. This was both a historic and 
expedient move. 

We have yet to learn just what means will be utilized to expedite this 
program, or what regulations and controls might be proposed to limit the 
doctor-patient relationship. But experience with such plans has taught us 
that lines of communication must be set up between our organization and 
any Federal program in the earliest stages, in order that we have a strong 
voice in the administration of such a program. You can rest assured that 
both the national and state organizations will be intimately involved in the 
formulation of the ground rules of this program, and we at the local level 
must keep a careful watch to see that this new plan benefits, rather than 
exploits, the doctor-patient relationship.

Dr. Benjamin Spock has been indicted on charges of conspiracy to 
violate the Selective Service Act. Dr. Spock has not had his encounter 
with "The twelve tried and true", and certainly should not be prejudged 
guilty of breaking the law. However, Dr. Spock has been seen parading 
back and forth in front of President Johnson's home with groups of 
"hippie-like" people who seem to feel that draft card burning is an excellent 
way of showing their distain for the laws of their country. 

Dr. Spock certainly has the legal right to form any opinion he chooses 
on any subject that interests him. He also has the legal right to voice 
these opinions at any time and at any place that he chooses. He may also 
prance about Washington demonstrating his fervour if he so desires. We 
do not question these rights, however, we believe the question of ethics 
and professional conduct must be raised. 

Dr. Spock is a physician. In fact, he is one of the best known physicians 
in the country. His excellent and beloved guide to baby and child care 
can be found on the book shelves of the majority of American homes. As 
a result, Dr. Spock has gained an enormous amount of prestige and 
authority. We contend that people of this stature also must assume great 
responsibility, and this then, is the point. 

When Dr. Spock lends his influence to forces outside his field of 
excellence, is he acting irresponsibly, and is he doing a great disservice 
to his profession, to himself, and in this instance, to his country? >
